PARIS—The allies' reply to the 


German counter-proposals will be de- 
livered to Foreign Minister Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau 
in Versailles 
at 4 


o'clock this afternoon, according to. 
an official announcement. 


Faul Dutasta, secretary of the 


ppace conference, was to go to Ver- 
Eailles today to hand the document to 
Foreign Minister Brockdorff-Rantzau 
It was understood that he would 
irake an oral 
statement instead of 


reading the introductory letter. At 
tne same time, he was expected to 
notify the Germans that they will 
have five days in which to accept the 
m ised terras. 
This period will in- 


clude the three day notice of denun- 
ciation of the armistice, leaving the 
^ ay open for the allies to begin mili- 
tary operations against the Germans 
immediately after expiration of the 
five days should they refuse to sign. 


According to the Paris morning 


papers the revised text of the treaty 
will not be fully printed before this 
evening. It will be forwarded as soon 
as possible, but the Germans in the 
meantime will receive 200 copies of 
the original text, correct in red ink, 
EO as to permit them to revise Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau's original copy. 


Brockdorff-Rantzau and his asso- 


ciates have ordered a special traiu 
to take them direct 
to Weimar to- 


night, where the German national as- 
sembly will consider the terms.

German Proposals 


PARIS—The German counter-pro- 


posals contain 
the following asser- 


tions: 


Germany accepted 
Wilson's four- 


teen points and nothing else as the 
basis of peace. 


The original treaty contains 


number of contradictions

ples, particularly in regard to dispo- 
sition of German territories, economic 
conditions and Germany's admission 
to the league of nations. 


Germany agrees to the basic idea 


of military, naval and aerial regula- 
tions, especially to abolition of com- 
pulsory service, 
but contends she 


must retain sufficient 
forces during 


the "period of transition" before re- 
ducing her army to the 100,000 limit. 


Cession of Upper Silesia and the 


Paar basin should not be carried out 
v ithout a plebiscite. The same prin- 
c'ple should be applied

When the president's swing around 


the circle begins depends 
entirely 


upon how soon he is able to leave 
Paris. It now appears likely that he 
will be on the high seas 
enroute 


home within ten days, unless there is 
some hitch in the scheduled signing 
of the treaty by the Germans June 
21. 


The president will leave for Brus- 


sels tomorrow night, according to a 
message received here today, and 
return to Pal-is Friday morning. He 
hopes now to be home by July 1, or 
shortly afterwards. He will deliver 
his message on the peace treaty to 
congress and then start immediately 
to carry his cas« to the people.

WASHINGTON—Tho sole purpose 


of the American soldiers crossing the 


Mexican border is to protect life of 


Americans, Secretary of War Baker 


said today in commenting on the sit 


uation there.

of Mexico and the United States with 
regard to the protection of life on the 
American side," Baker said. 


"In many instances previously It 


has been necessary for the American 
forces very briefly to cross the bor- 
der to disperse bandit forces.

can side." 


Communication with Gen. Cabell,

The American advance en- 
countered little resistance at first. But sniping against the Unit- 
ed States forces began within a short time. After one American 
soldier was reported killed, orders were given to hunt doivn snip- 
ers and kill them on sight. 


In the meantime the guns of the 82nd United States field ar- 


tillery opened a bombardment from the El Paso side against the 
race track east of Juarez, where the Villistas were entrenched. 


The fifth and seventh regiments of United States cavalry 


drove their mounts through the shallow waters of the Rio Grande. 
ENTER JUAREZ 10 MINUTES 
AFTER ORDERS ARE GIVEN. 


Col. Selas Tompkins, of the seventh, commanded the cavalry 


brigade. He directed an enveloping movement against the race track, 
following up the box barrage of the American artillery which was in- 
tended to cut off the Villistas there from escape. 


At last reports the American advance was going well. 
Gen. Erwin officially announced that no intervention or in- 


vasion of Mexican soil in any punitive expeditions such as followed 
the Villistas' raid on Columbus, N. M., several days ago, is inderided 
in the present expedition. 


As soon as the safety of El Paso and its citizens is assured, 


Erwin stated, the American troops will be withdrawn to this sida 
again.

The preparations were made with the same thor- 


oughness as for a night raid on the western front, but on a smaller 
scale. 


The American troops found Juarez filled with dead and wound- 


ed Mexicans of both factions, while the inhabitants cowered in their 
adobe homes. 
Fighting had been going on in Juarez intermittently 


since late Saturday night when the rebel attack opened against the 
Carranzista garrison.

Property Values 


NO TIME SHOULD be lost in getting business real estate in 
Lima on the tax duplicate for nearer its true value. The Smith 
one per cent law presumes that property will be listed at 100 
per cent of Its value, thus making It possible to cut down the 
tax rate. This condition does not exist here. 


HOME OWNERS are bearing more than their share of the 
burden of taxation. Residence property is on the duplicate for 
far more in proportion than business property, thus working 
a hardship on the man who has saved enough money to buy a 
little abode. This should be rectified. 


IT IS WITHIN the power of the county auditor to order a re- 
adjustment of valuations when they are considered too low. 
No better indication for the need of this could be had than a 
comparison of recent sale prices of central business property 
and the amounts for which they are listed for taxation. 
BOTH THE city and schools would be benefitted by increasing 
the duplicate to compare favorably with other cities of this 
class. It would mean enough money for operation on a" cash 
basis. It is due them and should be provided.

Labor Shortage 


LIMA INDUSTRIES are now furnishing work for all who want 
it. Pre-war conditions practically exist here. Employment 
bureau officials are optimistic and believe these encouraging 
conditions will continue. This is one of the best indications of 
a prosperous city now that the reconstruction period is on. A 
city that can furnish plenty of labor for its inhabitants is 
fortunate. 


WHILE MANY cities are not able to give employment to their 
people, the announcement J& made in Washington that should 
every soldier be placed in his old job immediately there would 
be a shortage of 4,000,000 \vorkmen, figured on normal condi- 
tions, due to the loss in immigration the last four years. 


THIS SHORTAGE wfll be serious if not immediately taken 
care of. The country has gone without its normal supply of 
peace-time commodities for years and now wants them re- 
plenished. To take care of these conditions many manufac- 
turers have instituted training courses and maintain them at 
their own expense to get back to the old order of things.

Jim Shaw of the Washington club
